House Ourrency bill, is published this morhing. 
It differs from the bill as first drafted, to which 
reference was made in these columns yesterday, 
in that it places no limit upon the increase of 
National Banking circulation. The provision 
for tbe retirement of legal-teuders in proportion 
to the issue of bank currency remains uochang- 
ed. The section in relation to the resumption 
of specie payments on Jan. 1, 1877, contemplates 
the redemption of legal-tenders by the issue of 
bonds, redeemable in coin after ten years 
at the pleasure of the United States. 
The legal-tenders, after redemption, may be is- 
sued by the Secretary of the Treasury in pay- 
ment of bonds, for the liquidation offthe Nation- 
al debt, or to meet the current expenses of the 
Government. This part of the bill will certainly 
be strenuously opposed by the inflationists in 
and out of Congress. Senator Ferry, of Michi- 
igan, and Senator Wright, of Iowa, have already 
declared their ungualified disapproval of it, 
and they will have a large following from 
the rank and file of the paper-money party. The 
bill as a whole surrenders everything for which 
the inflationists have fought, and embodies, 
without substantial alteration, the suggestions 
made in President Grant’s veto message.

The rarity of heresy-trials invests the pending 
examination of Prof. Swing’s orthodoxy with 
more than ordivary It can hardly com-. 
pete with a heresy-trial in the days of Calym 
and Servetus, when a sentence of guilty involved 
the roasting of the victim; but, nevertheless, dt 
is an entertainment which is a little out of the 
common, and possesses characteristics which are 
worthy of study. Even without the racks and 
thumbsecrews, the gibbets, fagots, and torches, 
aud other cheerful appliances with which ortho- 
| doxy was enforced, the accessories and incidents 
of this trial are very attractive and significant,— 
especially to one who is Lot obliged to define 
himself on Sabellianism. or to account for the 
talent which Prof. Patton bas intrusted to his 
keeping. The locker-on, who may be 
likened to ® man up .s tree, with 
an interesting squabble going on below him, un- 
doubtedly has the best vidw of the situation, 
and, if he has no theology of his own to be en- 
dangered, and no relatives of bis are engaged in 
the squabble, he may be relied upon to record 
impressions free from prejudice. To this man 
up a tree, there are four prominent points of in- 
terest in this entertainment which can be no- 
ticed without apprehension of personal danger, 
inasmuch as humanity has made some progress 
since Calvin’, time, if theology has not.

1. The Presbytery on the whole is composed 
of s body of men fully up to the average in 
point of good looks, intellectural calibre, dignity, 
and fluency of speech,—especially when a tech- 
nical question involving no material result is at 
issue. Of course there are exgeptions. There 
are some very thick-headed men in the number. g 
are some men as garrulous as old women, 
ahd who talk to as little purpose. There are 


some cut-and-dried theologians who suspect the 


dogma of a modal Trinity lurking in every third 
proposition that is made, and who are unhappy 
until it is turned inside out, and is shown to be 
free from all traces of Sabellianism. There are 
provincial members of the Presbytery who feel it 
incumbent upon them not to feturn to 
their flocks without leaving their tracks, either 
on the minutes or in the newspapers ; and these, 
hardly daring to out into the deep 
waters of theology, where the Doctors and Pro- 
fessors are floundering about, content them- 
selves with picking up little points of order and 
questions of routine, to which they cling as per- 
tinaciously as a little dog te a rag which he is 
shaking under the impression it is a rat. There 
is another class in the Presbytery which indulges 
in the distressing idea that the witnesses are on 
trial for. heresy also, and propognds leading 
questions to them, as to their own beliefs and 
disbeliefs. One of this class, at the close of the 
examination of Mr. Miller, yesterday morning, 
detained the witness to ask him what he believed 
about the Divine call to the ministry. The 
Prosecutor, older Presbyters, the Moderator, 
and the Stated Clerk, however, sat down upon 
him in a lump, and suppressed him; and he 
sadly subsided, and will probably always regret 
that he did not obtain Mr. Miller's views on this 
important point. The forte of the Presbytery 
is in purely theological discussion. When any 
parliamentary or worldly question comes up, 
the Presbyters manifest at once that bland and 
ebildlike ignorance characteristic of theologians. 
They lose their moorings, and cach one drifts 
away without chart or compass. Thus, yesterday 
morning, two hours were wasted over 
the questions about printing testimony 
and adopting minutes, which a fourth-rate law- 
yer could have settled in a moment. As lawyers 
are never good enough to become Presbyters, of 
course no such opportunity was offered. 

2. The audience is in itself a curiosity. As if 
by a tacit- understanding, the friends of Swing are 
on the right-band side of the house, and the 
friends of Patton on the left.

| SCHURZ’S RE-ELECTION. 

The Springfield (Mass.) Republican has called 
down upon its head the wrath of the St. Louis 
Democrat by remarking that Senator Schurz is 
not going to leave Missouri, not gcing to edit a 
German paper in Chicago or New York, but 
that he is going, on his merits as a man and 
his capacity as a Senator,” to seek a re- 
election. The Republican thinks that 
the distinguished Missouri Senator will 
meet with no serious opposition either from the 
Democratic or Republican party. This latter 
remark is particularly distasteful to the Demo- 
crat, which, therefore, charges the Republican 
with a ‘‘ downright, willful and bilae-bellied ca- 
pacity for misunderstanding Western affairs.” 

It does not seem to us that the Springfield Re- 
publican is very much out of the way after all ; 
that it ie either downright, willful, or biue- 
bellied in its misunderstanding ; or, in fact, that 
it can be charged with misunderstanding at all. 
even the slightest chance to be re-elected, and 
counsels him, if he has any hope, to smother it 
at once. And why cannot Schurz be re-elected ? 
Because, says the Democrat, he has said bitter 
things about the Democratic party end its 
leaders, aud because he “sold out” the 
Republicans once and they will not trust 
him a second time. This, the Democrat 
thinks, would go to show that, instead 
of meeting with no serious opposition from 
Democrats or Republicans, Mr. Schurz would 
meet with a great deal from both. The Demo- 
erat forgets, however, that Mr. Schurz, 
if he comes forward at all ag a candi- 
date for re-election, will come neither as 
a Democrat nor as a Republican, but, 
as the Massachusetts paper has it, relying ‘* on 
his merits asa man and his capacity as a Sen- 
ator.” That Mr. Schurz has proved himself an 
able Senator, a far-sighted and upright states- 
man, no one who has followed his course in Con- 
gress will deny. He has been, in the highest 
sehse of the word, «a successful man. 
Few States have been % ably and 
creditably represented in any recent Congress 
as the State of Missouri. This being so, the 
question of Schurz’s re-election is the question 
whether Missouri has a population able to ap- 
preciate. him, high-minded enough to send a 
person to the Senate because of his “ merits as 
a man and his capacity as a Senator.“ If it has, 
it will take pride in returning Mr. Schurz to 
Congress. It cannot improve upon him. 

The Democratic party is as a party dead; the 


Republican party is dying. If Mr. Schurz, there- 


fore, has abused the one and “sold out the oth- 
er, we do not see that it hurts him much. By 
abuse of the Democracy is probably meant abuse 
of slavery, and disunion, and treason; by 
selling out” the Republicans, cutting loose 
from the leading-strings of a party organ- 
ization, and daring to have a mind of his own 
in polities.

The late religious revivals in this city culmi- 
nated to-day in d baptismal demonstration 
among the colore 3 over 500 converts of 
that race being immer in the Appomattox 
River. The scene of the monster baptuzing was 
between the two bridges which sfan the river 
below the city, where the bend of the stream is 
concave, and sloping hills rise from ite banks 
forming an amphitheatre, and the margin is 


resplendent foliage, forming a place of great 
natural beauty. 

Long before the ceremony commenced, the 
billeides overlooking the river were covered 
with acres of colored people. The bridges were 
donsely crowded, anda large number of boats 
were anchored in the stream, thronged with 
eager epectators. At 1 o'clock p. m. the singing 
and agitation of the great multitude told tha: 
the religious events of the day were about to 
commence, and at the same time a chorus of 
over 1,000 voices chanted an authem as the 
long column of candidates marched’ down in 
order to the water. The presiding clergyman 
then delivered a most timely ‘and 
impressive sermon, in which he urged 
on this solemn occasion that the utmost 

uiet, order, and good behavior be observed. 
‘wo lines or files of stalwart men were then 
formed, leaving & space of three or four feet 
between them. The ceremony began by passing 
the candidates from hand to band from the 
shore to the administrating clergyman, who 
stood to his waist in the river while this was 
going on. A hymn appropriate to the ceremony, 
in which over 3.000 voices joined, was sung in 
such full, rich, melodious, and hearty tones that 
it couid be heard miles away. As each indiyid- 
ual reached the administrator he pronounced 
the usual benediction and then immersed the 
candi after which he was carried to the 
rear, and the good work went rapidly on until 
the hundreds were plunged beneath muddy 
waters of this historic stream. 

A feature of the occasion was that when each 
convert came out of the water he began the most 
extravagant manifestations of delight and 
ecstatic joy ever witnessed, and so violent were 
these demonstrations at times that it often re- 
quired the strength of four or five abie-bodied 
men to quiet the excited colored Christians. 

Immediately after the ordinance was celebrated 
the converts were attiredin a reguiar uniform 
and formed in line. A procession was then 
formed, which was headed by the converts and 
clergymen, the whole numbering about 10,000 
men, who marched back to the church, where the 
jubilee will continue until midnight amid the 
greatest religious enthusiasm. The day has been 
one of grand pomp aud ceremony among the col- 
ored race in this city.
